Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  1941.  The  Report  has  again  been  markedly  curtailed 
to  conform  with  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but 
nevertheless  contains  all  the  essential  statistics  to  provide  for  the  annual 
records  of  the  Borough  to  be  preserved  in  an  unbroken  sequence. 

The  following  are  the  salient  features  to  be  found  in  the  Report  : — 

(1)  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  for  the 
Borough  at  mid-year,  1941,  is  131,310,  a  reduction  of  1,290  on  the 
previous  year.  This  figure  is  based  primarily  on  the  National  Register 
enumeration  taken  at  the  end  of  September,  1939,  adjusted  for  the 
subsequent  movement  of  population  derived  from  that  Register. 
Non-Civilian  (i.e.,  Stockport  inhabitants  serving  with  His  Majesty’s 
Forces)  are  excluded  from  this  estimate. 

(2)  The  Birth  Rate  (14. 16)  is  slightly  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year  (14.57),  but  still  remains  above  the  average  for  the  last  ten 
years. 

(3)  The  Death  Rate  (14.18)  compares  with  15.28  for  the  previous  year 
and  14.9  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns. 

(4)  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (75.32)  compares  with  60.25  for  the 
previous  year. 

(5)  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  4.62,  compared  with  1.47  in  the 
previous  year. 

(6)  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  a  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  (0.49),  as  compared  with  0.78  in 
the  previous  year,  and  the  Death  Rate  from  other  Tubercular  Diseases 
(0.09)  is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  (0.11), 
War-time  Nurseries.  iVlthough  not  opened  within  the  period  covered 

by  this  Report  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  the  early  part  of 
the  present  year,  four  War-time  Nurseries  were  opened.  They  are  now 
working  on  a  successful  basis  and  have  fully  justified  their  provision. 

Civil  Defence  still  continues  to  occupy  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  the 
staff  and  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the  part-time  staff  and 
whole-time  members  of  this  Service  is  deserving  of  the  highest  commenda- 
ation. 

Increasing  demands  of  the  Services  on  the  staff  of  the  various  branches 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  led  to  an  increasing  load  being  placed 
on  those  remaining.  The  work,  however,  has  been  carried  out  with  unabated 
vigour  and  efficiency,  and  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
for  their  continued  loyal  assistance  and  response  to  all  demands  made 
upon  them. 

I  am  also  deeply  grateful  to  the  various  Committees  for  their  considera¬ 
tion  and  encouragement  at  all  times.

The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  or  consumption  of  the 
lungs,  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  was  0.49  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  0.78  for  1940,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  recorded 
was  64,  as  compared  with  104  for  1940. 
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The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  141,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1941  of  75,32,  compared  with  117  deaths  for 
1940,  with  a  Rate  of  60.25.  The  Rate  for  1941,  for  England  and  Wales 
was  59.0,  and  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  71.0. 

Illegitimacy. 

During  the  year  there  were  86  illegitimate  births  recorded  by  the  Registrar- 
General  as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  as  compared  with  91  in  1940.  This 
gives  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  46.26  per  thousand  total  live  births,  as 
compared  with  47.10  in  1940. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  was  114.94  per 
thousand  illegitimate  births.

Operative  Treatment.  External  version  was  performed  for  breech  presen" 
tation  on  30  occasions.  Internal  version  was  performed  on  six  occasions- 
Manual  rotation  for  occipito-posterior  positions  was  performed  on  12 
occasions.  Forceps  was  applied  on  30  occasions.  Caesarean  Section  was 
performed  successfully  on  7  occasions. 

Maternal  Deaths.  Eight  deaths  associated  with  childbirth  occurred  during 
the  year,  2  of  which  belonged  to  Outside  Authorities. 

Miscarriages.  There  were  97  cases  of  miscarriage,  and  all  were  treated 
successfully. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Clinics  are  now  held  on  five  half  days  each  week. 
Total  number  of  attendances  were  8,210,  and  1,362  women  were  seen. 

Post-Natal  Clinic.  At  this  Clinic  patients  who  have  been  confined  in 
the  Hospital  attend  for  further  advice  and  treatment,  and  200  attendances 
were  made  during  the  year. 

X-Ray  Department.  The  number  of  X-ray  examinations  for  1941  was 
1,847,  as  compared  with  1,626  for  1940.

In  the  case  of  rehousing  under  the  Slum  Clearance  and  Overcrowding 
Schemes,  the  furniture  and  bedding  from  45  houses  was  disinfested. 

In  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses,  50  cases  of  bug  infestation  were 
investigated,  and  it  is  known  that  31  of  the  houses  were  fumigated  by 
Hydrogen  Cyanide,  and  the  remaining  19  treated  by  Zaldecide  ”  or  other 
insecticide.

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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

Sessions  have  been  held  each  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  afternoon, 
and  Wednesday  evening.  Children  have  been  seen  at  a  separate  clinic  on 
Thursday  morning. 

During  1941,  543  persons  were  examined  for  the  first  time.  Of  these  : — 

52  had  been  previously  notified. 

389  were  sent  for  diagnosis. 

102  were  seen  as  Contacts.

Contacts.  - 

The  attendance  of  contacts  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  102  attended 


in  1941,  and  one  was  found  to  be  tubercular.  x411  contacts  are  asked  to 
attend  for  examination  to  ensure  that  they  have  not  contracted  the 
disease  from  the  patient,  or  what  is  equally  important,  been  the  source 
of  the  infection  themselves.  A  large  number  refuse,  giving  no  reason. 
They  do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  an  examination  to  the  community 
and  themselves. 

Home  Visits. 

Where  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  supervision  is  not  able  to  attend 
the  Dispensary,  he  is  seen  at  home.  During  1941,  38  such  visits  were  paid, 
7  of  which  were  in  consultation  with  the  patients’  own  Doctor. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  1,886  visits  to  tubercular  patients’  homes. 
These  are  to  ensure  the  families’  well-being,  and  are  much  appreciated. 

Re-housing  of  Tuberculous  Families. 

During  the  year,  12  families  of  tuberculous  patients,  who  were  living  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions,  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation. 

Milk  was  supplied  to  21  new  cases.  The  number  of  persons  supplied 
with  milk  during  the  year  has  been  40. 

The  total  number  of  families  receiving  rent  assistance  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  two. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Sputa. 

These  are  received  from  General  Practitioners,  Stepping  Hill  Hospital, 
and  the  Dispensary.  They  are  examined  at  the  Dispensary. 

Total  number  received  :  811  ;  Positive  :  212  ;  Negative  :  599, 
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X-Ray  Examinations. 

These  have  been  carried  out  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  by  the  Radiologist. 
A  fee  of  10/6d.  is  paid  for  each  case. 

This  year  396  films  were  taken  ;  in  1940  the  number  was  287. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Cases  of  crippling,  due  to  Tuberculosis,  are  treated  at  the  vStockport 
Infirmary.  These  are  seen  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Brentnall,  Hon.  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  the  skilful  treatment  of  these 
cases.

Valuable  financial  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late 
Miss  Maria  Leigh  in  defraying  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  of  surgical 
appliances  in  necessitous  cases. 

The  Stockport  Infirmary  kindly  deal  with  any  tubercular  cases  requiring 
surgical  treatment  and  this  help  is  much  appreciated. 

Ultra  Violet  Light  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  made  for  treatment  by  Ultra  Violet  Light,  at  the 
Stockport  Infirmary,  have  been  continued. 

Dental  Treatment. 

No  application  for  financial  assistance  in  respect  of  dental  treatment  has 
been  made  during  the  year  by  any  of  the  patients  receiving  treatment  at 
the  Borough  Dispersary. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  now  has  authority 
to  call  in  at  his  discretion  a  Dentist  to  carry  out  any  necessary  dental 
treatment  which  will  assist  in  the  patient’s  treatment  and  recovery. 

The  arrangements,  whereby  Stockport  patients  at  Westmorland  Sana¬ 
torium  receive  dental  treatment,  have  been  continued.

Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes. 

Ten  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  ;  no  new  applica¬ 
tions  were  received  during  the  year.  These  Homes  are  inspected  at  four 
monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid  to  premises,  equipment  and 
registers. 

Supervision  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  48  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise 
in  the  Borough.  These  include  21  at  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  4  at  Shaw 
Heath  Institution,  and  6  at  Nursing  Homes.  Also  3  midwives  who  reside 
outside  the  Borough  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the 
Borough. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  applications  by  Midwives  for  Medical 
assistance  was  316,  compared  with  340  in  1940.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Inimiinisation  are  noA\-  ])rovidecl  at  all  infant 
Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  1941,  820  children  under  five  years  received  a  complete 
course  of  two  injections  of  A.P.T.  An  additional  33  children  received 
only  one  injection  There  were  also  700  children  of  school  age  who  received 
their  first  injection  at  School,  and  completed  the  course  at  a  Welfare  Centre 
None  of  these  children  were  schick  tested. 

During  early  1941,  111  children  received  three  injections  of  T.A.F.  at 
fortnightly  intervals,  of  these  96  returned  after  13  weeks  for  a  schick  test. 
In  all  cases  the  result  was  negative. 

Treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child. 

The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child  set  out  in  detail 
in  the  1938  Report  has  been  continued  during  1941  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

The  Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  the  splendid  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mothers  and 
Children  of  Stockport  has  again  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  this  branch 
of  social  service,  and  our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committee 
for  their  great  help. 

Provision  of  Milk  for  Necessitous  Mothers  and  Children. 

During  the  year  the  Scheme  for  Milk  for  necessitous  Mothers  and  Children 
has  not  been  in  force  as  in  previous  years.  During  1940,  this  particular 
service  was  placed  on  a  National  basis  and  is  now  performed  by  the  Local 
Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  the  co-operation  of  this  Department. 

Supply  of  Dried  Milk. 

Various  brands  of  dried  milk  are  sold  at  the  Clinics  at  cost  price.  The 
amount  supplied  never  exceeds  the  quantity  required  by  the  individual 
child,  and  no  other  drugs  or  accessory  food  substances,  such  as  cod  liver 
oil  or  emulsion,  are  sold  at  the  Clinics.
